IMPROVED ORDER OF THE U. S. KLANS, KNIGHTS OF 

THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC . 

Within the past few months the Ocala unit |3, 
Sparr, Florida, disassociated itself from the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., and obtained a charter 
with the Improved Order of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc. 

As of 10/6/64, only about three members were 
attending meetings, indicating that most of the members 
had lost interest for the time being at least. 

Due to the very limited activities of this 
klavern, no specific counterintelligence measures are 
being recommended at this time. However, the activities 
of this group are being closely followed for possible 
counterintelligence action in the future. 

INDEPENDENT KLAN UNIT, ST. AUGUSTINE, FLORIDA 

Racial informants in the St. Augustine, Florida, 
area have advised that the Ancient City Hunting Club has 
suffered severe internal disorder since July, 1964. 

HOLSTEAD MANUCY has fallen from favor as the leader of 
this group because of arguments with prominent members. 
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the fact that ha slapped two of tha members and pullad 
a gun on ona of tha members after being threatened by 
tha member. Tha group haa discontinued to hold meetings 
and at present is inactive and disorganised. 

Some degree of disruption was created by the 
actions of Judge BRYAN SIMPSON, USDC, Jacksonville, Fla. 
Judge SIMPSON recently enjoined MANUCY and the members 
of this group from interfering with the integration of 
public accomodations in St. Augustine. On 9/14/64, 

Judge SIMPSON ordered MAJtOCY to produce, for the court, 
a membership list. As yet, MANUCY has Identified, in 
court, only a few members of the group. 

In view of the current situation in St. Augustine, 
specific counterintelligence recommendations are not being 
recommended at this time. The matter is being followed 
closely and should this group reorganize, possible dis¬ 
ruptive tactics will be given consideration. 

UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN 

For some months, the Jacksonville Klavern #2, 
United Florida Ku Klux Rian (UFKXX), Jacksonville, Fla., 
has been promoting a building program leading toward the 
construction of a new klavern building.

(1) The United Florida Ku Klux Klan (UFKKK) has about 8 active 
klaverns in the Jacksonville, Florida, area, and has 

other klaverns at DeLand, Lake City, Lake Butler, Gainesville, 
Palatka, Yulee (Tampa Division will also add that there 
are klaverns at Apopka, Orlando (2), Melbourne and Sebring, 
in addition to those at places already noted). 

(2) Current approximate membership in UFKKK klaverns in 
Florida is 500 men. 


(3) There are no elected state officials known to be active 
in the UFKKK. A few elected or appointed local officials 
are members or are sympathetic with the klan and its 
objectives. 

(4) Other than carrying on a limited correspondence, there is 
no interchange between Florida klansmen and their counter¬ 
parts in Alabama. 

(5) The Ancient City Gun Club (ACGC) of St. Johns County is 
not a klan group, although attempts were made to make it 
one. It was a klan-typo group, however, membership included 
individuals of the Catholic faither, who could not be 
accepted as klansmen; therefore, the club was not taken 
into the klan. When the St. Johns County Sheriff received 
word that Dr. MAHTIN LUTHER KING intended to bring 1000 
demonstrators into St. Augustine, he made it known that he 
would need 300 good men whom he could deputize. He did 
deputize some of the ACGC members, along with others. These 
men had authority to make arrests, but not to carry guns. 

There are no known organizations similar to the ACGC 
in other north and west Florida counties, and the ACGC is 
no longer In existence, having collapsed after completion 
of court action relative to the St. Augustine racial situation.

After a review of the Xerox copies of 
rough - sketches prepared by the FBI Laboratory 
Id connection with captioned satter. It Is 
concluded that these or slsllar skethees could 
very well have an adverse effect upon the informant 
development program of the Jacksonville Office. 

The leaders of the klan in the Jacksonville 
area have become Increasingly conscious of the 
possibility of informants in their groups and have 
discussed this matter in klan meetings. Recently 
one klavern in Jacksonville suspended its regular 
meetings for two weeks and held meetings by 
invitation only, at the home of the Exalted Cyclops. 

A record was kept of those members invited to the 
meetings and the names were checked against the 
names who attended the private meetings. This was 
done as a means of detecting any possible informants. 
The klan in the Jacksonville area is also concerned 
over the recent announcement by the President 
concerning an investigation of the klan by a 
Congressional Committee. 

A recommendation for the use of cartoons 
and caricatures as a disruptive klan action in the 
Jacksonville Division, is therefore not being 
made at this time.

A source advised on August 20, 1955, that a new 
organization known as Florida Eu Elux Elan (FEKK) had been 
formed at Macclenny, Florida, on August 14, 1955, by former 
members of the Association of Florida Eu Elux Elan (AFKKE). 

The objectives of this group, according to a 
second source, are to oppose integration in the schools and 
to fight communism. 

Regarding AFKKE, a third source advised that a 
former official of the Association of Georgia Elans (AGE) 
formed an organization on July 7, 1953, known as AFKKE. The 
"Morning Tribune", Tampa, Florida, newspaper, in its 
August 11, 1955, issue revealed AFKKK disbanded on that 
date. 


A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, that 
AFKKE operated under the same principles and bylaws as the 
AGE. The AGE has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, that 
the FEKK is operating and maintaining the same objectives 
as set forth above. 

The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, that 
at a mee ting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961, 
the FKXK and the United Elans, Knights of the Eu Elux 
Elan, Incorporated, in Florida, consolidated and the new 
organization is known as the UFEKE. 

On August 8, 1965, the sixth source advised 
that the UFKKK is still in existence in Florida add 
maintains the same objectives set forth above.

The Bureau feels, however, that sufficient distribution 
should be made of the cards to insure that considerable 
Elan attention is drawn to them and that they will thus 
have the opportunity to serve the disruptive purpose for 
which they are intended.

As you will note upon receipt.of the cards, they 
question the secrecy of the klansman's membership and also 
question the use by Elan leaders of Klan funds. The Bureau 
feels these are two points in which the Klan organizations 
are quite vulnerable. 

Obviously, it would serve no purpose to send a card 
of this nature to the top Klan leaders who are publicly identi¬ 
fied as such and who are themselves the ones who might be 
suspected of misusing Klan funds. Other Klan members have 
also been publicly identified and would have no fear of 
additional public disclosure. 

Every precaution must be taken to insure that the 
source of these cards remains anonymous and that any possible 
connection with the FBI is avoided. You should insure that 
there is no widespread discussion of these cards among clerical 
or Agent personnel and that only a limited number of individuals 
necessary for their preparation and distribution are aware of 
this program. The cards should be prepared by your office by 
a ddressing them by hand or on an older typew r iter which does 
no t have the business style typ e. If prepared by typewriter, 
insure that no typewriter used for outside correspondence is 
used in preparing these addresses since the Klan may attempt 
to obtain specimens of Bureau correspondence for comparison 
purposes.

This editorial could point out that SHELTON is 
currently under a contempt citation by the U. S. Congress 
lor pleading the Fifth Aneadsent before the HCUA; that 
fjoutb Fla. needs neither the !<KX, the Cosnnmiist Party nor 
the Blac±> Hus lias to stir up racial hatred in an otherwise 
progressive and peaceful coraaunity.

The National Committee for Domestic Tranquility (NCDT) 
is the Bureau-approved vehicle for attacking Klan policies and 
disputes from a patriotic, common-sense and low-key position, 
avoiding the segregation issue. 

The NCDT National Newsletter which is periodically 
published indicates that a chapter exists in Florida and it is 
most logical that such a mythical chapter should operate in the 
Jacksonville area, producing a less formal bulletin on NCDT 
letterhead. 

Conceivably, a Jacksonville NCDT Chapter could include 
in its publications, ideas and concepts also contributed by 
the Miami and Tampa Offices and directed at the disruption of the 
Klan.

Referenced Jacksonville airtel to the Bureau, 
in referring to a possible title for the proposed sham 
publication, should have been explicit with regard to 
proposed name ’’Florida Segre Gator” as the word should not 
have been hyphenated as in referenced airtel. This 
proposed title was intended to capitalise on a common 
usage of the term Gator" in reference to Florida and 
floridians. Jacksonville is of the opirion that such a 
title would not be necessary to make the publication 
effective but was proposed for reasons of identification 
of the publication only. 


Recognising that the National Committee^ for 
Domestic Tranquility (NCDT) is the Bureau approved vehicle 
for attacking klan policies, Jacksonville’s original 
thoughts on the proposed publication were that it would 
be used to embarrass individual klansmen among fallow 
klansmen and capitalize on friction and ill fellings

from the purpose of the NDCT which attack klan 
policies from a patriotic, common sense and low 
key position. 

The proposed Jacksonville publication 
would be more crude in its drafting and publishing 
and if prepared at Jacksonville, would be typed on 
multilith with use of a typewriter not used in 
preparing outgoing communications, and published 
on unwatermarked paper and mailed in envelopes 
obtained through regular retail outlets. Each 
publication would contain items concerning relatively 
few klansmen and would be the type information 
genneally available to anyone who followed klan 
activities through associates at rallies and having 
a limited acquaintances among klansmen. Although 
informant information may be used in the publication 
it would be so general in nature so as not to pinpoint. 

The following is set forth as an example and 
Jacksonville is requesting permission to prepare 
this publication as set forth above, and mail it to 
persons identified in the publication and to a limited 
number of officers and members of the klan groups 
referred to who are generally known to be officers 
or members through their expressions in public 
identifying themselves with those organizations- 


TO ALL FLORIDA KLANSMEN: 


Having been a member of the klan years 
ago when the klan was "TH® KLAN," I thought 
sometime back that maybe it would be getting 
started again and so I started attending 
rallies and talking to a few old friends 
thinking maybe I could be of some help. However, 
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I have been very disappointed in what 
I have seen and heard and would like 
to advise you of some thing6. I have 
come in contact with and to let you 
know what I think of it. 

Over the weekend of June 4, I had 
the opportunity to go to Green Cove 
Springs, Florida, and attend a rally 
of the Florida Klan held south of that 
city. The only thing good about the 
rally is that SADIE STOUDENMIRE did not 
speak. There were so few people there, 
other than the regulars, that some one 
mentioned that they were probably all 
HERMAN CLARK's relatives. If I were 
HERMAN, I think I would have Rev. BYRD 
make a record of this speech and just 
play it at the next rally rather tkan 
pay him to come all that way from 
Lakeland. 

In spite of the poor showing and 
the poor organization at the Green 
Cove Springs rally, that Jacksonville 
bunch doesn’t have a whole lot to 
crow about. That rally they put on 
April 16 was probably the worst ever. 
Thank goodness, SADIE hadn't brought 
her notes or boreddH would have added 
to the confusion. GENE WILSON did 
a pretty good job for not being 
prepared, but WARREN FOLKS could have 
been a lot better. 

The old folks in #2 in Jacksonville, 
someone said, ware holding their meetings 
behind SADIE's petticoats. If they 
aren't holding them there, I don't 
know where they are holding them 
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and they are really doing their 
part in keeping the empire invisible. 
The way fi^DIE talks you begin to 
wonder whether maybe the Grand 
Dragon doesn't live in Jacksonville 
rather them in Satsuma. Someone 
else said that she may be the 
dragon but she sure isn't grand. 

Maybe now that GENE FOREMAN 
got fired from his job at the hospital 
the Militant Knights can put on a 
rally. Someone told me that he was 
doing a good job at the hospital 
Emptying those bedpans. They said 
that the Niggers were real happy 
to think that the Grand Dragon would 
empty theirs. 

GENE is realy upset about all 
the Niggers in Jacksonville that are 
shacking up and having kids and living 
on welfare. At least he and BARBARA 
haven't any kids and they aren't 
living on welfare. 

Little DONALD BALLENTINE and 
ROBERT CORNWALL are proba||ly the 
brains behind the Militant Knights 
because FOREMAN just doesn't have 
any from what BALLENTINE says. 
BALLENTINE must have enough lumber 
and burlap in his garage to build 
crosses for all klan rallies in the 
State of Florida held between now 
and New Year, 1970. 

From what I seen and heard, 
things are really a mess in Florida 
and I think it would probably be 
a good idea to get rid of all the 
kit and caboodle and start all over 
again.

It was 
generally known in Jacksonville that I I was quite 

concerned about how the rally would turn out in 
Green Cove Springs, thinking that if it was a failure 
that it would be very harmful to the klan image there. 
The present family is quite large and they all reside 
in a small area of Green Cove Springs and therefore 
the reference to his relatives being the only ones 
present other than the regulars. 

SADIE STOUDENMIRE has been speaking quite 
regularly at all rallies of the United Florida 
Klu Klux Klan (UFKKK) and her speeches have been 
very uniform in giving the history of the klan. 
Informants have indicated that the people who regularly 
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attend are very bored with her speech and often 
criticize her when she is not present. GENE WILSON, 
former Exalted Cyclops of Robert E. Lee Klavern 
#513 of the UFKKK in Jacksonville, was present 
at the rally on 4/16/66 but had not been scheduled 
to apeak, but was called on to do so when no other 
speakers were present. His speech was stricjtly 
political in that time he was running for the 
Florida House of Representatives. The speech was 
quite short and more or less an appeal for votes.

For the information of the Bureau, informants have 
reported to the Mobile Office the results of a meeting of 
Lawrence Lodge 610, United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA), Montgomery, Alabama, the night of 
5/24/66. The main portion of the meeting was taken up with 
the discussion of recently received letters from The National 
Committee for Domestic Tranquility, which were postmarked at 
Mobile, Alabama. It appeared that a majority of the members 
had received these letters. This caused considerable concern 
among the group, as to how the information got out pertaining 
to membership of the klavern. Several theories were expounded 
upon, one of them being that it was the work of a Negro civil 
rights group that was out to break up and destroy the klan by 
Implanting the seeds of suspicion and doubt in each member's 
mind as to how this Information leaked out, and thereby causing 
the organization to crumble from within.

Re Houston airtel to Bureau dated 6/1/66 and Bureau 
alrtel to offices indicated below dated 6/10/66. 


Referenced Houston airtel reported on a plan discussed 
by Houston Klan members to duplicate copies of the original 
postal card mailed out to Klan members in the Houston area. 
Contacts with Klan informants has disclosed this plan has 
not been carried out to date and there has been no mention of 
such activities on the part of the Klan in the Houston area 
during the past two weeks. It appears that this plan of Klan 
members to mail out similar postal cards never progressed 
past the talking stage, and Is not to be pursued. 

In accordance with the plan outlined in referenced 
Bureau airtel dated 6/10/66, the Houston Office prepared 30 
postal cards bearing the legend, 'Vhich Klan leaders are 
spending your money tonight?" Through the cooperation of 
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the San Antonio, El Paso, Phoenix and Los Angeles Offices, 
these postal cards were mailed on a staggered basis between 
6/21/66 and 6/24/66 in small towns along a route starting 
in the area of Del Rio, Texas, and proceeding through the 
El Paso area, the Phoenix area and the area of Riverside, 
California. This plan was followed to leave the appearance 
these cards were being mailed by some individual traveling 
westward along this route. 


I | has reported several Houston Klan members 

have recently discussed receipt of this second postal card b/ 

and there has been open speculation that these cards were 
being mailed by representatives of the Anti-Defamation League, 
with the cooperation of the Department of Justice. The FBI 
has not been specifically mentioned in connection with this 
second mailing. Informants report there has been no additional 
discussion of any plan in the Houston area for such postal 
cards to be reproduced and mailed to miscellaneous individuals. 

PROPOSED COUNTERINTELLIGENCE OPERATION BY HOUSTON OFFICE: 

The Bureau was advised by airtel and LHM on 6/15/66 
of a cross burning incident occurring a t Cleveland. Texas.

In accordance with instructions set out in Bureau 
airtel to Houston dated 6/22/66, all of the above communica¬ 
tions being in the UKA file (Bureau file 157-370), the Bureau 
instructed that all klansmen involved in these cross burnings 
be interviewed in order to neutralize such activities in the 
future if possible. 

The Houston Office has completed interviewing 
all of the individuals involved except two and they will be 
interviewed when they can be located within the next two 
days. These interviews were mixed with interviews of 
approximately 10 other individuals designed to divert suspicion 
from our informant.

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The Houston Office recovered a portion of the 
burned cross left by Klan members at Cleveland, Texas, along 
with a broken portion of a bottle apparently used as a 
"Molotov cocktail" to actually ignite'the cross.
